Antarctic Explorer Wild and Party 
Are Heard Frum. 


LONDON, June 2.—The ‘first ‘ac 
count has reached England of the ex- 
periences of Frank Wild ‘and his sevan 
companions, whio, forming the second 
hase of Mawson’s Australian Antare- 
tic expedition, lived ona glacier for 
@ year and discovered @ great tract of 
land within three hundred and_ fifty 
miles of the coast line. This land 
probably extends to the pole itself, 
and has been named Queen Mary's 
Land. x 

Speaking to the pewenaber tepre- 
sentatives, Wild said: “We prepared 
for the winter in our glacier home. 
We dog a tunnel with caves to hold 
our stores entered by means of a trap 
door on the top.

Crooks Get $5,000! by Fraud on 
Pari-Mutuel Machines. 








Ingenious and Deeply-Laid Scheme 
Whereby Tickets on Winner of To- 
ronta Cup Race Are Forged and 
Presented for Payment Results In 
a Big Haul and a Clean Escape— 
Pinkertons, at Work on Case. 


TORONTO, June 2—By cashing in 
counterfvittickets on Horron, the win- 
ner of the Toronto Cup race at the 
Woodbine on Saturday afternoon, a 
vans of sharpers stole nearly $5,000 
from the Ontario Jockey Club... The 
fraud was discovered by the cashier 
in one of the tooths where the win- 
ning $20 tickets were paid, who no- 
ticed that an unusual number of wine 
ning tickets were being cashed. When 
he called the attention of some of the 
oMicists to the fact, payments from 
that booth were held up and the 
tickets were checked over. It then 
was found that many more tickets 
had been cashed than were sold at the 
$20 machine before the fourth race. 
As there were several others in line 
with genuine tickets, they were paid 
and the Pinkertons were put on the 
ease without: delay. 

The system by which the theft waa 
worked must have been carefully 
planned. ‘There are only a few men 
who know what number a he will 
be in each race, The men who handi- 
cap the horses do not number them 
consecutively and the. programs for 
the afternoon races are not printed 
until noon on the days of the movt, 

Whoever had the bogus tickets 
printed must have bought one of the 
first programs in order to get. the 
vames and numbers of the horses iti 
the Toronto Cup race. Tickets for 
every horse in the race must. have 
been printed, It was known for weeks 
before the races that there would be 
heavy betting on the Toronto Cup 
race on wuccount of the clixs of horses 
entered, so that that race was chosen 
for the haul. 

As soon as the fourth race was fine 
ished on Saturday and Horron’s odds 
Were posted=he paid $18 for oe, ths, 
inen With the bovus tickets dined, up 
in front of the paying booth, where 
nu $20 ticket paid $180, and were the 
first to cash.> Some of them had as 
many as five and six tickets. Others 
were line up‘in lines where place 
and show tickets were being cashed, 
and they got away. with a considerable 
amount. 

Pinkerton detectives at once were 
notified. The gatemen were nsked if 
anyone had’ left the track between 
races, which is uncommon, especially 
during the earlier part of the after-!

Federal Committee Appointed to In- 
vestigate Technical Education For 
Canada Brings tn an Exhaustive 
Report Recommending Three Mil- 
lions Outlay a Year for Ten Years 
—To Divide Among Provinces. 


OTTAWA, June 5.—A Dominion 
development fund of $3,000,000, to ba 
provided annually for a period of ten 
years, and to be divided among the 
Provinces on a basis of population, 
is the outstanding recommendation 
contained in the report of the royal 
commission on industrial training and 


technical education, presented yester: 
day. This is for the promotion of 
higher technical education and indus. 
{rial training. For the elementary 
schools teaching manual training, do- 
mestic science, etc., a grant of $350,- 
000 a year for ten years is recom- 
mended, the division among the pro- 
vinces to be on a basis of population. 
For the carrying on of this work seven 
distinct fields of effort are suggested 
by the commission, as follows: 

1, The service in each province cf 
an adequate supply of — persons 
(teachers, instructors, demonstrators, 
executive officers) properly qualified 
to carry on industria] training and 
technical education. 

2. The establishment or extension 
and maintenance 6f classes, courses, 
schools or other institutions or means 
for industrial training and technical 
education. 

3. The provision of suitable and ade- 
quate appliances, apparatus and 
equipment for teaching purposes, but 
not including school buildings, furni- 
ture or consumable supplies. 

4. The publication of scholarships 
to equalize opportunities to young 
people and other workers to profit by 
classes, courses, schools or other in- 
stitutions, 

5. The provision of experts with 
experience in industrial training and 
technical education, whose -services 
for counsel would be available to pro- 
vincial atid local authorities, 

G. The service of central institu. 
tions when and where required to 
supplement the work carried on by 
the several provincial and local de- 
velopment authorities, cither by pro- 
viding and maintaininz or assisting 
in providing and maintaining each 
central institution. 

7. The promotion of scientific, in- 
dustrial and housekeeping research

To carry on the work throughout 
the provinces and the Dominion as a 
whole, the commission believes that 
special machinery will have to be 
provided and recommends six distinct 
organizations as follows: 1, local ur- 
ban industrial development boards; 
2, local rural development boards; 3. 
provincial development councils: 4, 
provincial development commission; 
5, a Dominion development confer. 


ence; 6, a Dominion development com. | 


mission. 

The commission emphasizes tie im- 
pertance of adopting a plan which 
will preserve provincia] control, en. 
esurage local initiative and develop 
local reaponsibility.

ANY PEESON who in tne ele head of a 
family or any malo over 18 yeara olf, 
may homestead m quarter acction of avall- 
able Dominion Iand in Manitoba, Sas- 
katchowan or Alberta, The spplicant 
must appear in person at the Lominion 
Land Agency or SulrAgent for the Dis 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made at 
any agency on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, brother or 
sinter of intending homeateader. 

Dutioa—Six months’ residence upon and 
cullivation of the land in cach of three 
yeara. A homesteader may live within 9 
miles of his homestead on am farm of at 
least 8 acres solely o*ned and occupied

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may preempt a quarter 
section alonguide hia homestead.

The Reemer family” is well-known 
throuzhout Blenheim Township and 
the affair has caused a sensation, 
Fight small children were left alone 
on the farm when the mother was tak- 
en to jail yesterday morning, but they 
will be looked after by the Children’s 
Aid Society, The farm on which the 
Beemers ‘resided was very heavily 
mortgaged, it is said, and the rit 
was not very well to do, 

In their little home four miles east 
of the village of Drumbo, Mr. and 
| Mrs. Beemer lived together: until 
| March 25, when Beemer, alter an ill- 
nes of three days, passed away under 
peculiar clncimstences! j Symptoms 
pointed to strychnine folsoning, and 
when the doctor in Attendance refus- 
,ed to grant -a burial certificate an 
analysis of the stomach was ordered. 
This revealed the fact that one grain 
of ‘strychnine was contained therein. 
At an inquest whicl® was held fol- 
lowing Beemer’s death it was stated 
ithat, during her husband's iNness. 
Mrs: Beemer had administered several 
doses and that after each dose Beem- 
er became worse, the psins and con- 
vulsions. increasing. 
Mra. Beemer admitted having pur- 
chased several grains of strychnine 
to kill rats and crows, but stated 
that during her husband's illness 
there had been none of that poison 
in the house, 
That Beemer did not commit sui- 
cide was indicated by the evidence of 
the doctors and others that through- 
out his illness he expressed a strong 
desire to recover,

erelzn for all national purposes, which 
have the English quarteriogs first and 
Sourth and .the Scottish second. On 
the reverse side of the seal there Is an 
ofigy of the king. and in completing 
the design two small shiclds were {n- 
cluded) bearing the royal arms quar- 
tered Euglishwise. It {s these two 
xmall shields which have: roused the 
storm, The great seal of Scotland fs 
used/only. for purcly local grants by 
the sovereign, and the Scots are wild 
over this “English importation,” which 
they regard os a gratuitous insult to 
the people north of the Tweed.—New

In 1742 a mechanic, Thomas. Bol- 
sover of Sheffield, while repairing a 
damaged piece of plate, found the sil- 
ver and copper on the article by acci- 
dent, so fused together as to be in- 
eeparable, He immediately put his 
invention to the test, and after some 
experiments succeeded in producing 
an imitation of silver by beating ont 
4 thin layer of silver and placing it on 
copper foundation, then fusing the 
two metals tyetheF by the action of 
heat. However, he did not seem to 
have claimed for his discovery the at- 
tention it undoubtedly deserved, and 
had it not been for his apprentice, 
Joseph Hancock, this coppeplating 
process might have fallen entirely in- 
to disuse. Hancock took up his mas- 
ter’s invention with industry and en- 
ergy and soon succeeded in. drawing 
lattention to his work. To him is real- 
Ir due, if not the discovery, at least 
the success of Sheffield plating. 

In 1765 several firms wero. already 
ngaged in this branch of (mannfac-

Are 20,0600 in Alberta. 





Nothing But a Miracle, Declares Mis- 

i sion Superintendent, Will Root Fol- 
lowers of Joseph Smith Out of 
Western’ Province — influence 
Reaches’ Christian Children 
Through the Public Schools. 


TORONTO, June 11.—‘Mormonism 
is out and out pagan. It is a menace 
to our social and political systems. 
Nothing but a miracle of Almighty 
God will root it out of’ Alberta. 1 
am sometimes criticized for the way 
I attack Mormonism. My object is 
to arouse nut only the Presbyterians 
but Canadians in general.” 

So said Rev. W. M. Shearer, super- 
intendent of missions for south Al- 
berta, in his address before the Pres 


byterian Women’s Home Missionary 
Society in St. Andrew's Church yes 
terday. Mr. Shearer told of the first 
settlement of Mormons who came. to 
Canada, twenty-five years azo, and of 
ropaganda which the scttlement 
tried on since that time, Sir 
Macdonald was asked to al- 
low the settlement to practice poly- 
gamy, but the Premier refused to al- 
low them to enter the country unless 
a pledge were given that polygamy 
would not be practiced. 

At that time, said Mr. Shearer, it 
was proved that Charles Card, the 
head of the settlement, had thres 
wives, and it waa predicted the 
pledyés made for monogamy would 
not be kept. Mr. Shearer’ claimed 
that the prediction had come true, 
snd thst bigamy was now flourishing 
in Southern Alberta. He stated that 
there were now more than 20,000 Mor- 
mons in Canada, and by way of em- 
phasizing the growth of the sect, he 
tufd of the endowment house which 
the Mormons were erecting this sum- 
ter, in Cardston, Alberta. 

“This endowment house will cost 
$250,000,"" said Mr. Shearer. “Think 
of it! The only Mormon Temple in 
the world, outside of the state of 
Utah, is in Canada, on Britizh soil,” 

The speaker stated that 90 per cent, 
of the people living in the towns of 
Gardston, Masrath, Stirling and 
Gleichen, were Mormons. He pointed 
out that the public schools in these 
towns were “‘public’’ only ip name, 
The school boards were composed of 
Mormons, the teachers were Mormons 
and Mormonisin was being instilled 
into the minds of all the scholars, 
Gentile and Mormon alike. Mr. Shear. 
er said he’ believed in the pyblic 
school, but for these places, he said, 
it would be necessary tu have church 
schools, if Gentile children were to be 
saved from the degrading influences 
of Mormonisin,

_ TORONTO, June 12—Rey. Dr. 
Gordon’s proposal to take speedy ac- 
tion towards church union went asttay 
at the Presbyterian General ‘Assembly 
session yesterday, and finally in con- 
sideration of = feeling that precipitate 
action:so late in the) assembly was 
inadvisable he withdrew his motion. 


That the anti-union forces have 
gained in strength was evidenced b 
the formation last night of an organi 
zation “‘to conserve the rights of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada, and 
to fight the union of the Presbyterian 
with other churehes."* A committee 
was appointed to nominate officers for 
the different provinces of the Domin- 
ion and complete the organization. 
Three of the millionuires of the Prea- 
lyterian Church have offered to fin- 
ance the establishment of ‘n\ Preaby- 
terian paper to campaign against the 
movement, and to defray necessary 
expendées to earry out its aim.’ The 
meeting was largely attended and the 
conunittee appointed will report at a 
meeting of the members of the move- 
ment to-day at 1.30, in St. Andrew's 
Institute, West King street. Rey. Dr. 
Scatt was convenor of the méeting 
last night, and Rev. R. G. MeBeth, 
secretary. < 

Dr. Gordon, the intrepid Winntpez 
minister of “Sky Pilot’ fame, had the 
platform at the opening of the after- 
noon seasion of the assembly. | Hea 
asked the Genera) Assembly to ex- 
press itself regarding the question of 
‘lecisive action next June. In view 
wf the steps which had been taken 
luring the past few years and the 
“agerness of many congregations” of 
‘he church in the west for union, de- 
lay was™ injurious. 

Rev. J. M, Cruikshanks, Montreal, 
vonsidered the proposal precipitate 
aml dangerous. The assembly was 
sailing nedre the rocks, when the pro- 
ooval was made for a date for the 
eonsummation of the proposed or- 
ranic union: 

Dr. Grant pointed out that in great 
movements the surest way was to 
make haste slowly, and that having 
entrusted the istue to a special com- 
mittee the assembly should not seck 
tn take action in advance af its re 
vammendations, 

Principal Murray said that the op- 
donents of church union had not been 
apprised of any such a proposal and 
it would not be fair to them to go 
bevand the published recommenda- 
tions of the majority report of the 
committee, 

The report in faver of continuing 
negotiations for church union, em- 
vhasized by Dr. Churtie’s amending 
addition, “with the hope that union 
may be consummated without unne 
cestary delay. was made the main 
motion and adopted by a vote of 178 
to St. . 

Rev. Dr. Mackenzie presided over a 
devleted general assembly last night, 
Official heads of departments, college 
professors, and a few score commis- 
sioners sat out the eederment passing 
standing committee reports.

«Homes After a Hard Struggle, 


WELLAND, June 12.—Welland's 
fine old county buildings, the best 
sample of masonry and architecture 
in the county, were completely gutted 
by fire yesterday afternoon, at a losa 
of fifty or sixty thousand dollars. 
Judge Pettit was holding county court, 
when\hose in the court room heard 
a cracing in the tower above, and a 
few rfinutes later, smoke was seen. 
The firemen made a splendid fight, 
and checked the flames before they got 
down to the'first floor, but the whole 
of the second floor, including various 
offices, the grand jury quarters, 
judges” chambers, court room and law 
ibrary, including several thousand 
dollars worth of books, were destroy- 
ed. The fire is believed to have orig. 
inated from defective wiring. 

The thirteen prisoners in the jail, 
were placed in the ja all gard: and Ister 
it was necessary to-remove them to 
the town lock-up, where they arc now 
incarcerated in two cells. 

The insurance on the building and 
contents amounts to $40,000. The 
buildings were built in four years, 
from 1852 to 1856. in the last year of 
which- Welland County was created 
from’ the district of Niagara.

The stone 
work stands intact. 

Heavy Loss at Sydney, N.S. 
SYDNEY, N.S., June 12—The Whit 
ney Pier district of Sydney was visit- 
ed yesterday afternoon by the most 
disastrous fire since 1901. Twenty 
buildings were burned and the loss 
will be about $125,000. The fire broke 
out shortly before one o'clock in the 
roof of the Holy Redeemer Church, 
robably from defective -clectric wir- 
ng. The firemen were on the scene 
quickly, but were handicapped by low 
water pressure, the buildings being 
on high ground. 

The flames gained headway quickly 
in the wooden buildings and were 
fanned by a strong breeze, and were 
not checked until they had burned 
both sides of James strect, across Vic- 
foria road and to the open* country 
between Victoria read and Lingan 
road... 

Most of the furnishings of the Holy 
Redeemer Church and the convent 
were saved, Both buildings were of 
wooden construction. 

The loss to the church property will 
reach $80,000. Holy Redeemer Con- 
vent has about 700 pupils, who were 
returning to school after the noon re- 

cess. Fifteen families are homeless 

and are being cared for by neighbors.

; = | Not much time has been lest by the Dominion Department of Agri- 
cultural in adopting 2 detailed plan for the distribution of the recently 
enacted grant of ten million dollars for aiding agriculture in the Pro- 
vinces of Canada. The amount to be distributed this year is half a 
million dollars, of which Ontario is to receive $175,733, population be- 
ing the basis of distribution. This is not to be used for the purpose of 
lessening the agricultural grant ordinarily made:hy*the Provincial Legis- 

ature, but is to be spent on services selected or suggested by the Do- 
Minion Department of Agriculture. In order to secure the carrying 
out of this arrangement in good faith, while half of the provincial grant 
is to be paid over at once, the other half will be retainca by the Ottawa 

‘ authorities until they have ground for the assurance that it has been 
fairly earned. : 

* It is to be hoped that the half million dollars granted for this. year, 
and also the similar grants for some ycars to come, will always be use- 
fully applied to secure much-needed improvements in the various pro- 
yinces.. Agriculture is in every province, and in the whole Dominion, 
the most important industry. It comes closest home to the domestic 
life of the people everywhere, and offers better opportunities than any 
other calling for co-operative work among the members of a family, and 
among groups of-familics in a locality. There are some parts of the 
Dominion in which far too large a proportion of the food of the people 
is still imported in spite of the fact that soil and climate are both fav- 
orable to agriculture and horticulture. The cost of living is very high,

Training must be the principle that 
the influence of the more fortunate 
children should be ‘utilized to improve 
the others and bring them up te their. 
own level. This principle is followed 
with success in the training of sold- 
jers, and until it ia observed in the 
training of children, the state, as re- 
presented by the mass of citizens, can- 
not be efficient. 


DEFECTS OF PRESENT SYSTEM. 


I divide the boys of the country in- 
(1) the wealthy man's 
boy, (2) the middle cless man’s boy, 
(3) the poor man’s boy, (4) the. or- 
phan boy, (5) the drunkard’s boy. So 
far as physical training and drill goes, 
practically only the first and second 
classes are at present receiving — the 
benefit of the liberal subscriptions to 
the various agencies at present deal- 
ing with that particular branch. The 
poor man’s boy and the boy from a 
drunken home hare not clothes to eu- 
able them to mix with the others in 
drill marches or Sunday School par- 
ades. As for the orphan child, he is 
about as isolated from the others as a 
British soldier is in a Indian cholera 
camp. Obviously, the children in 
classes 3, 4 and 5 are very numerous, 
and they are deprived by our present 
system, of training which is absolute- 
ly necessary to citizens of the future 
State, 

NATIONAL RESIDENTIAL CUL. 

LEGES, 

The system of education and phss- 
ical training which I propose as ne- 
cessary requires, in brief, that the 
children of all classes should be edu- 
cated together in nations! residential 
colleges for three years of their life. 
I propose that they should be so train- 
ed from. their tenth, eleventh or 
twelfth year, or, if later found more 
desirable, from their eleventh, twelfth, 
or thirteenth year. Thus, at the end 
of Their training, the boys ‘would be 
13,14 .or 16 years old, or, if eleven 
wero the lowest ago for starting, 1, 
15 or 16 years old. The only bogs ex- 
empted would be the blind, the deaf, 
the dumb and the imbecile. — 

My. proposal involves the establish- 
mont throughout the country of large 
Government Colleges equal to anything 
we have now. The education and phy- 
sical drill given must’ be the best. ‘ilie 
teschers and drill instructors must be 
the most efficient that money can pro- |: 
cure, and their promotion would de- 
pend entirely on how their classes 
passed out at the ond of their three 
years’ course, 

SUBJECTS OF TRAINING. 

The training of boys would consist 
of the following subjects: (1) the us- 
ual educational subjects, (2) physical 
training, (3). temperance education, 
(4) miniaturo‘ rifle’ shooting without 
arms, (6) company drill and squad 
drill, with and’ without arms, (6) bat- 


talion drill, (7) swimming, (8) re 
dJigious ‘instraction “on ‘Sunday, each 


boy being taught in accordance with 
his creed; (9) moral principles. 

For two months in the last year of 
training all the Colleges in oe dis- 
trict would camp at one largo Traix- 
tng Ground and be drilled and man- 
oeuvred all together.

CANADA'S NEW CITIZENS 








The question of immigration is one that will have much to do in 
‘he future development of the Dominion, and it is plain that any* Gov- 
ernment which is in powcr must look to it that they study every phase 
of the question thoroughly. The happiness of the thousands of foreign 
immigrants who land in Canada will depend to a great extent upon the 
treatment which is accorded them on first landing in the country. Hon. 
Mr... Crothers, Acting Minister of the Interior and Minister of Labor, 
has been giving the question very thorough consideration and as 2 re- 
sult he made the followiny Statement in the House of Commons just 
before it closed. He stated: 

“I think our policy should bego guide rother than send newcomers 


-1o this country to their destinations. My attention was called a few 


months ago, 25 the head of the Depa: iment of Labor, to several employ- 
ment agencies which were suspected of swindling immigrants at ports 
of entry. 1 caused an inquiry to be made concerning the matter, and I 
found that the complaints were well founded. We found in Montreal 
that one employment agency had obtained from the immigrants in 
three months $10,000. They were in the habit of charging the men 
with. the railway companies whereby these immigrants were taken to 
certain portions of the country for 2 certain amount of money, and they 
were charging the immigrants a great deal more than they should, 

“As a result of the report I received concerning these matters, I 
saused a new set of regulations to be made under section 66 of the Im- 
migration Act, whereby everyone who has eny dealings with immi- 
grants is obliged to take out a license and to record certain particulars 
concerning the man who secks employmeut—where he comes from, 
who he leaves behind, where he is going to, and so. on. Although 
these regulations have been in force only two weeks, several convictions 
have already been made of treating the immigrants fraudulently, and 
they have been severely fined under the regulations. 

“SE think every possible step should be taken to provide that the im. 
migrants when they reach this country should be well treated, cordially 
welcomed, and assisted and guided to their destinations, rather than 
that. they should be sowed to leave the vessels at our great ocean ports 
by the hundreds: of thousands, without anyone to look after them, and 
g0 to Montreal,-Toronto and-other cities in great numbers. We have 
i* contemplation the erection of a large building in Toronto which will 
be a kind of temporary resting place foi immigrants coming to that 
city before they are. finally located. AS 1 said at the beginning, 1 think 
We cannot give to0 much care to the immigrants who'come to this coun- 
trys It is desirable that we should get as many as. possible, and that 
they ‘should, be worthy. aslditions to our, population. y 

“It is more important that the newcomer should get # good im- 
Pression of the country when he first gets here, and [think we have to 
aicertain extent been neglectful inthis regard. 1 am anxious to do anys 
thing I can to remedy what I consider to have been negligence in re- 
spect of our treatment of immigrants in the past.”

The large three-ply brick sash and 
blind factory of Itzweire & Sartazin, 
facing on Duvernay and Levis streets 
and Fabian avenue, Saint Cunsgonde, 
iz demolished. The large ice ware- 
house of the City Tee Co. on Fabian 
avenue, in the rear of the. burned 
factory, has caved in and is still burn- 
ing in the interior. The front walls 
of a row of fists from 195 to 223 Du- 
vernay street, spposite the’sash and 
blind factory, are scarred nd black- 
ened from the fire and smoke, win- 
dows and doors being destroyed. and 
in many casea front rooms gutted. It

Germany, the only naval power 
that seriously threatens the capacity of Britain to protect the? wholc 
Empire, seems far off to some dwellers under the flay that live beside 
the South Sea, while Japan appears near at hand. If the racial ery

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the Pacific seaboard busily engaged in preparations for their separate

The pouring of this great 
Niegara of Information upon the public 
carried its responsibility as well as 
it conferred great benefit. One heard 
& great deal about the apathy of the 
public on-the great questions of the 
day; and ho thought st was perfectly 
true. There was a profound apathy. 
Peopis had no time to bother about 
anything except their own concerns 
and the last football match. 

Was not that Bpathy due to the 
Drodigious amount of startling news 
which the Press offered to every In- 
hebitant of these Islands? Was It not 
a fact that this great number of im 
pressions, hastily and  consecutlyely 
made, had blunted the receptivity. of 
the brain? Was {t not possible thnt 
the: population nourished on the peér- 
fect journalism had not the slightest 
interest in any possible event that 
could occur to-morrow? 

He felt that the responsibility for 
the apathy of the country as regards 
Public questions was largely due to 
the perfection to which journalism had 
been brought. 

The power of the Press was enor- 
mous, far greater than that of any 
member of Parliament or any Minister 
of the Crown. He prayed journalists 
in issues which involved peace or war

THE ST. LAWRENCE, 








The St. Lawrence river is fourth 
among the rivers of the world in vol- 
ume of flow. In reckoning its drain- 
age area, geographers count the 
!Great Lakes, the largest bodies of 
fresh water in the world, as a part of

‘pers of Winnipeg are not in the habit 
of ‘doing us up,’ but are taking « 
dusiness advantage of an item pub- 
‘lished in our tariff. The newspapers 
have been saying they did us up. They 
‘didn’t do that.” 
Mr. Cowan, in regard to the C.P.R.’s 
estimates of what it would have made 
junder the Great Northern rates from 
‘Duluth, pointed out that the differ. 
‘ence had been obtained by charging 
‘against the Duluth end the difference 
detween the Canadian carload mini- 
‘mum of 24,000 pounds and the United 
States minimum of 40,000 pounds. In 
January, 1912, the total number of 
ears shipped from Fort William was 
85. Of these 32 went to Saskatchewan, 
and Alberta, their total actual ‘weight 
being 1,039,410 pounds. The amount 
credited to the C. P. R. and/charged 
against the Great Northern ‘to make 
up for the: higher minimum was 212.- 
020 pounds, or a: difference of 6,625 
pounds of each of the 32 cars.

Auchinrole had left over a million 
dollars behind. & 

The relatives were notified and a 
brother-in-law, Mr. Lattimer of Uan- 
anoquy, and son of New York, cane 
down to’ Alexandria Hay to call for 
the body. The funeral had been ar- 
ranged jor 1 p.m., yot at that time | 
the relatives had not yet appeared, 
Haring no .assorance of collecting 
for the funeral expenses, which were 
heavy, the undertakers did not pro- 
ceed with the burial services. Later 
the relatives of the deceased arrived 
from Gananoque. They refused to 
pay the undertaking fees, alleging 
that the deceased had left nothing, 
and they could not aford such elabor: 
ate funeral expenses. This commenc- 
ed a long controversy between the un- 
dertakera and Mr. Lattimer, in which 
each consulted the law in the attompt 
to keep possession of the body. 


In the meantime the nurse, alleging 
that a bank account in some western 
bank was jointly in her name and that 
of the deceased, ordered the funeral 
to proceed. The local bank, however, 
received word that the.draft would 
not be honored. 

The relatives of Mr. Auchinvole took 
ho further steps to obtain the body, 
but returned to Gananaque.
